for Overseas War Rel i ef 


April 1 mark ed the beginning of 
the United National Clothing Collec­ 
tion, a u nited effort on the p art of 
UNRRA (United National Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration) a nd 
v ariou s v olu ntary war relief agen­ 
cies of -the United States to help 
gather clothing, for both winter and 
su mmer wear, to be sent ov erseas for 
the relief of peoples in war rav aged 
cou ntries. 
The clothing collection in Hamlin 
began this week u nder the sp onsor­ 
ship of the Hamlin Lions Clu b, with 
Clarence Bailey serv ing as chairman. 
Peop le of Hamlin commu nity and 
territory are u rged to resp ond to this 
driv e whole-heartedly and su p p ort it 
as they hav e alway s su p p orted wor­ 
thy cau ses. 
The goal of the nation is to p ro­ 
v ide 150 million pou nds of clothing 
for those men, women and children 
who hav e su ffered so greatly and 
giv en so mu ch for the same lasting 
peace that we are* all fighting for. 
Demands of the United States’ arm­ 
ed forces and civ ilian needs are so 
great that v ery little new clothing 
can be sp ared for ov erseas relief. 
Therefore, y ou are u rged to go 
throu gh y ou r closets and giv e items 
of clothing that y ou hav e discarded 
—clothing which is still serv iceable, 
bu t which y ou y ou rself will no long­ 
er wear. You are not ask ed to de­ 
p riv e y ou rself of any thing y ou will 
need or u se. Giv e only those gar­ 


ments which will no longer be of 
serv ice to y ou . By doing this, y ou 
will help those who hav e helped to 
fight y ou r war, who hav e su ffered 
u nbeliev eable hardships so that y ou 
wou ldn’t hav e to. who hav e help ed to 
k eep the blood and gore of war on 
the other side of the water, away 
from y ou r home. 
For y ou r conv enience, the Lions 
hav e placed clean, wooden barrels at 
fiv e co-llecting station* to receiv e 
donations: at the Grammar School, 
High School, Post Office, Bank , and 
City Hall. Committees will collect 
the clothing regu larly from the bar­ 
rels, deliv ering it to a ^central sta­ 
tion where it will be sorted, classi­ 
fied and pack ed for ship ment. All 
u nderclothing and cotton garments 
shou ld be washed before donated, 
bu t need not be ironed.

(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK) 


T H E N E W T E S T A M E N T ON A T O N E M E N T 


When Jesu s was born in Bethlehem of Ju dea, the world was 
.still enmeshed in the coils of sin and needed u “cov ering” as badly 
as it ev er did. When the angel annou nced that “he. . .shall sav e 
his peop le from their sins” (Matt. 1:21), it was implied that they 
were lost, and that their sacrificial sy stem was not. adeq u ate u lti­ 
mately to “cov er” their sins. And when John the Bap tist p ointed 
to Jesu s with the annou ncement, “Behold, the Lamb of God, that 
tak eth away the sin of the world!” he was clearly p ointing ou t 
Jesu s as a sacrifice whose blood wou ld “cov er” the sins of all those 
who were in cov enant relationship with God and remov e them (their 
sins) forev er from his sight. 


We are definitely told by the writer of Hebrey s that “ap art 
from shedding of blood there is no remission” (Heb. 9 :22); with 
eq u al definiteness he tells u s that “it is impossible that the blood of 
bu lls and goats shou ld tak e away sins” (Heb. 10:4). Let u s p u t 
these ideas together. Only blood can “cov er” sins and thu s bring 
remission to the sinner. 
Du ring the age-s of p rep aration of the 
p erfect sy stem God accep ted the blood of du mb animals as a tem­ 
p orary cov ering for the sins of those in cov enant relationship with 
himself, bu t the temp orariness of the scheme was emphasized by 
its y early recu rrence. The writer is insisting that only the blood 
of Christ can “cov er” sins p ermanently , only his life is an accep ­ 
table su bstitu te for the life of man, only throu gh Him can man 
be sav ed. 


The high p riest of the old cov enant entered the most holy 
place once each y ear with the blood of the animal sacrifices to mak e 
remembrance of sins. (Heb. 10:3) 
The writer no longer calls it 
an “atonement,” becau se it did not p ermanently cov er sins. 
Bu t 
once at the end of the ages Christ has entered the holy place 
(heav en) with His own blood to mak e atonement for sins. Jesu s’ 
work need not be rep eated once each y ear, nor ev er. His work 
was adeq u ate, p erfect, eternally accep table to God. Sins cov ered 
by His blood can nev er again display themselv es before the sight 
of God. 


S U M M A R Y 


The conclu sion of the foregoing discu ssion can best be stated 
and remembered in the form of a su mmary . 
(1) By sin man ia 
alienated from God. 
(2) The seriou sness of an offense against 
God demands the death p enalty . 
(3) Man has a choice between 
p ay ing the p enalty himself (by su ffering damnation of body and 
sou l) or of accep ting a su bstitu te whose blood atones for (cov ers) 
his sin from God. (4) This graciou s prov ision ex tends only to those 
who are in cov enant relationship with God. (5) All who refu se to 
enter into su ch relationship thereby accep t fu ll responsibility for 
their sins, reject God’s offer of mercy , and resign themselv es to 
eternal condemnation. 


C O N C L U S IO N 


Since sin is so seriou s that one’s eternal destiny dep ends on 
his relationship to it, and since one has no “cov ering” for his sin 
if he is ou t of cov enant relationship with God, the establishment 
of the p rop er relations with God is a p roblem of the greatest con­ 
ceiv able imp ortance. Sin is the disease and the blood of Christ is 
the remedy . The thing that we all need to k now and want to k now 
is how to so apply the blood of ou r cru cified Sav iou r so as to sav e 
ou r sou ls. In instru cting sp irit filled Apostles as to how to do this 
v ery thing, Jesu s said (Matt. 28 :19 -20), “Go y e therefore, and 
mak e discip les of all the nations, bap tizing them into the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Sp irit; teaching them 
to observ e all things whatsoev er I commanded y ou : and lo, I am 
with thee alway s, ev en u nto the end of the world.” Mark records 
the commission thu s (Mark 16 :15-16 ), “Go y e into all the world, 
and p reach the gospel to the whole creation. He that believ eth and 
is bap tized shall be sav ed; bu t he that disbeliev eth shall be con­ 
demned.” Peter in carry ing ou t this commission said to the con­ 
v icted believ ing mu ltitu de on Pentecost, “Rep ent y e and be bap ­ 
tized ev ery one of y ou in the name of Jesu s Christ for the remission 
of y ou r sins.” (Acts 2:3 8 ). In these p assages we see the div ine 
p lan— faith to change the heart, destroy ing the lov e of sin, rep ent­ 
ance to change* the will, destroy ing the habit of sin, baptism into 
the name of the Sacred Three, destroy ing the gu ilt of Sin. Some 
one ask s, does the water wash one’s sins away ? To which we rep ly : 
No, a thou sand times no! It is the blood of Christ that sav es u s. 
Faith is not ou r Sav iou r; it is Jesu s. Rep entance is not ou r Sav iou r; 
it is the blood of Christ- Baptism is not ou r Sav iou r; it is the blood 
of Christ, bu t in ap p ly ing this blood, Jesu s said, “He that beliov eth 
and is baptized shall be sav ed.” Peter said, “Rep ent y e and be 
bap tized ev ery one of y ou in the name of Jesu s Christ for the re­ 
mission of y ou r sins.” We are cleansed by the blood bu t Pau l said 
that we are “Cleansed with the washing of water by the word.” 
(Ep h. 5:25.) We are washed in the blood, bu t we are commanded 
to “arise and be bap tized and wash away ou r sins.” (Acts 22:16 ) 
Tru ly there is a fou ntain filled with blood drawn from Immanu el's 
v eins, y ea sinners p lu nged beneath its flood lose all their gu ilty 
stains. Will y ou let the blood of Christ “Cov er’» y ou r sins? Then 
believ e on Jesu s, rep ent of y ou r sins, confess y ou r faith in Christ 
and be bap tized for the remission of y ou r sins.
